Two good. reports were presented 
by Dr. J. E. McSherry, medical advis- 
or. The tuberculin testing of students 
in Grades 9 and 12 of high schools in 
|the county had recently been com- 
‘pleted Sy Dr. McSherry and the de} 
| tails of the testing were presented in 
| wrapake form. He stated that the 
number tested was 1,402 students and 
'30 staff members, compared with 
'1,192 students and 37 staff in 1963. 
The number of positive reactors was 
32 students (2.29%) and six staff 


| (200-) as against 28 students (2.357 3 | 


‘and 7 staff (18.9%) in 1963. There 
'was an improved attendance rate this 
"year, he noted, especially in the Tren- 
ton High School.

20 NEW TELEPHONES 
ADDED IN MADOC 


| During 1964, The Bell Telephone 
Company added 222,475 telephones to 
those in service, a total exceeded only 
in two other years (1955-56) of its 
history, according to the company’s 
annual report issued this week. 

The expansion was reflected in 
Madoc, where 20 telephones were 
added. D. C. Curry, Bell manager for 
l the region, revealed that 1253 tele- 
' phones were in service here as of 
December 31. 

Net income of Bell for the year 
ended December 31, 1964, was $77.7 
million, equivajent to a return of 6.3 
per cent on total capital, or $2.71 per 
‘share. This compares with a rate of 
return of 6.1 per cent and éarnings 
per share of $2.58 in 1963. 

After payment of $2.20 per share 
in dividends to the company’s 207,000 
shareholders, the balance of 51 cents 
per share was added to earnings re- 
tained and invested in the business, 
according to the report. Of Bell’s 
shareholders, 97.4 per cent live in 
Canada and own 93.6 per cent of the 
stock. 

Contracts negotiated late in 1963 
with three unions representing 28,700 
employees increased payroll expense 
by about three per cent on an annual 
pasis. As of December 31, Bell em- 
ployed 35,890. men and women, The 


company’s payroll in 1964 totalled 


$187,081,096. 

Construction of facilities to extend 
and improve services amounted to 
$233.5 million in 1964. Altogether, 52 
new buildings were completed during 
the year, and extensions built on 23 
‘others. Thirty-one new exchanges 
/were put into’ service, many of them 
in remote , northern communities 
which had been without telephone

Parliamentarian, Author, hemeniterion 


Sir Winston Churchill was born on 30th November, 
1874, at Blenheim Palace, ancestral home of the Dukes of 
Marlborough, to whose family he belongs. He was 
educated at Harrow, trained at Sandhurst and served 
four years in the Regular Army. He was a war 
correspondent during the Boer War, was taken prisoner, 


. escaped, served briefly again in the Army and returned 


home to be elected to Parliament in 1900. Elected a 
Conservative, he joined the’Liberals in 1906, and held 
many ministerial offices in Liberal Governments, includ- 
ing those of Home Secretary, First Lord of the Admiralty 
before and during the first world war, and later Minister 
of Munitions. 


He was out of Parliament from 1922 to 1924, when he 
was elected Conservative M.P. for Epping. (Since 1945 
he has represented Woodford, another Essex Division.) 
He was Chancellor of the Erchequer from 1924 to 1929. 
The 1930s were for him years of political isolation. He 
found himself increasingly at variance with the National 
Government led successively by MacDonald, Baldwin and 
Chamberlain, and strongly criticised the policy of ap- 
peasement which culminated in the Munich Pact 

On the outbreak of the second world war he #vas 
recalled to office, ‘the nation’s supreme reserve’, as First 
Lord of the Admiralty. In May 1940 he became Prime 
Minister of a National Coalition Government. The 
historian A. L. Rowse_has written: ‘Of all the figures to 
whom the nation has owed much for its security and 
safety in the past, for guidance in times of peril—Queen 
Elizabeth, Drake, Cromwell, Marlborough, the Pitts, 
Nelson-—we owe most of all to Churchill, for it has never 
been a closer thing than it was in 1940’. Sir Winston 
guided the counsels of the nation throughout the war 
years, travelled overseas to cement the alliances of .the 
United Nations, and exemplified to his people at home 
and to the whole world the fighting spirit which he him- 
self, with his historic speeches, did so much to inspire. 

When after the war Labour returned to power, Sir 
Winston was for six years Leader of the Opposition, 
becoming once again Prime Minister after the Consetva- 
tive victory in 1951. In both capacities he worked for the 
strengthening of the Atlantic community and the promo- 
tion of the cause of European unity. He resigned office in 
April 1955, but continued to sit in Parliament until 1964. 

Apart from Sir Winston's fame as a statesman, he 
has other claims to remembrance, notably as an author, 
Among his great books are his histories of both world

PHYSICAL FITNESS AND THE HEART 


By: DR. T. E, CUDDY, 
Assistant Professor of Medicine, University of Manitoba, Winnipeg, Man. 


The words, physical fitness, 
may be used to describe the 
ability of a person to perform 
physical exercise as compared to 
an ideal or standard. Seventy-five 
percent of our lives is spent in 
@ome form of physical exertion. 
During exercise, the heart pro- 
vides the’ force to carry blood 
containing oxygen and nutrients 
to the working tissues and to 


- return the waste products for 


elimination. Thus the heart is a 
vital organ in supporting the 
demands of exercise. The heart 
may limit exercise even if it is 
normal but unused to heavy 
work. If the heart is diseased, 
it may. be unable to meet the 
demands of modest exercise. 
Generally speaking, continued 
atrenuous exercise of a muscle 
will enable it to perform pro- 


. longed work close to its maximal 


capacity without difficulty. 
Bince the heart is a complex 
muscular pump, it is reasonable 
to expect that continued exercise 
of the heart, through physical 
exercise should improve its 
ability to do this job. This is 
certainly true, and the well- 
trained athlete has a_ rather 
larger heart than his soft seden- 
tary counterpart. The athlete's 
heart will perform more work for 
longer periods of time and closer 
to its maximal limit. 

We used to hear that athletes 
atrained their hearts and “The 
Athletes Heart” which was 
larger than normal was looked 
upon with some suspicion, In the 
absence of heart disease, proper- 
ly graduated training will not 
harm the heart. Except in the 
“Super -Human” marathon ef- 
forts of competetive Athletics, 
there is no fear of taxing the 
heart through exercise. 

On the other hand, if we con- 
sider the question, “Will exer- 
cise prevent heart disease ?”, the 
answer remains controversial. 
Bince the cause and mechanism 
of the coronary artery disease 
called “arteriosclerosis” is so 
complex, it is not surprising that

lack of exercise is not the sole 
factor responsible for the higher 
incidence of coronary disease re- 
ported from societies. with higher 
standards of living, diets higher 
in calories, and, jobs requiring 


less physical exercise. However,. 


correct diets and regular and 
supervised exercise will certainly 
help to reduce over-weight and 
improve many of the symptoms 
of fatigue or lassitude associated 
with an inactive life. There is 
also encouraging evidence that 
fatalities from coronary disease 
are less frequent in people who 
exercise regularly. There is no 
good evidence that disease of 
the coronary arteries can be 
éliminated by exercise. 

If exercise will not prevent 
coronary disease, there is, how- 
ever, no doubt that there are 
still real benefits to be gained 
from regular exercise and recre- 
ation, unrelated to its effect on 
the heart. Many people will testi- 
fy to the emotional lift, the 
widening of interests, the relief 
of boredom of a humdrum life, 
the escape from business tension, 
the satisfaction of accomplish- 
ment dnd the pride of physical 
prowess that can accrue from a 
well-planned, enjoyable, recrea- 
tional exercise programme, 

Before one rushes out to buy 
bar-bells or exercycles, or joins 
“50-miler clubs”, there are some 
sobering facts one should bear 
in mind. Many adults have 
coronary disease that causes no 
symptoms-when the heart is not 
required to perform heavy work. 
We read each year of persons 
whose heart attack may have 
been precipitated by sudden un- 
accustomed heavy exertion, such 
as shovelling the walk after the 
first snowfall. Doctors common- 
ly use. carefully-graded exercise 
to demonstrate the electrocardio- 
graphic evidence of coronary 
heart disease or to evaluate the 
functional capacity of the rheu- 
matic or congenital heart. Dis- 
ease of the heart may only be 
revealed to the examining doctor 
after employing tests of its func- 
tion during appropriate exercise. 

In a similar manner unsuper- 
vised, excessive, sudden exercise 
may provoke failure of the heart 
by exceeding its capacity to 
perform work. Anyone who has 
not regularly exercised and has 
not been an athlete before, would 


‘be wise to see his doctor about 


the status of his heart before 
commencing on any exercise pro- 
gramme. Similarly, a training 
course of exercises should be 
planned and supervised by some- 
one who is able to gauge the 
response and capacity of the 
heart and the vascular system. 
Graduated exercise should be 
started at a-lével low enough for 
the heart to meet and be in- 
creased in severity slowly and 
appropriately. 

So far, all our remarks have 
been devoted to people with nor- 
mal hearts and coronary arteries. 
What about exercise in the 
patient with known heart dis- 
ease or after recovering from a 
“heart attack"? Clinical inves- 
tigation has revealed that many 
of these patients are limited from 
exercising or from ‘working, or 
even from enjoying life, not be- 
cause their hearts are not 
capable of meeting the demands 
of auch activities, but like their 
normal sedentary counterparts, 
because they are not in “good 
shape". In this situation, the 
supervision and planning by a 
doctor is vital in planning re- 
habilitation, recreational activi- 
ties and training programmes. 
We are all familiar with people 
performing jobs requiring heavy 
labour following recovery from 
heart attacks. Not evey patient 
recovera sufficienfly to be 
capable of such work, but the 
enlightened co-operation of the 
patient, his doctor and his em- 
ployer can goa long way to 
achieving the goal of returning 
to a normal life, and for that 
patient, of rendering him phyal- 
cally fit

The annual get together for dairymen and milk maids is on 
February 17, 18 and 19, Regina. The occasion is the fifty-sixth 
provincial dairy convention, 

Ed, Ridley, provincial dairy commissioner and his colleagues 
have arranged for several top notch speakers. 

This year's program logks particularly interesting for the 
ladies —- coffee parties ...new information on nutrition...a 
fashion show with all the latest gowns and styles...a tour of 
a newspaper and radio plant and to top it off the famous 
“milk maid's ball’, There’s no doubt about it the ladies will 
have a lot of fun and they'll have a break from home cooking 
as well as possibly bring home some useful ideas for the farm. 

So men if your wife has been doing the milking during the 
past year you don’t stand much of a chance of leaving her at 
home — even if you wanted to. You may as well be magnani- 
mous and tell her you're taking her before she tells you she's 
going.

MORE AND MORE things are coming in bottles, Take A.I. 
for example...through this method of scientific selection 
cattlemen can pick out the particular genetic worth that they 
want simply telephoning the technician-of an A.l. unit. 

At the present time in Canada over half of all dairy 
calves born to registered cows are A.|I, calves. Meanwhile the 
percentage of A.|, beef calves is climbing steadily. ; 

Computers are playing a big part in figuring out which 
bulls have the most genetic worth, This means it is possible for 
cattlemen to improve their herds at a faster rate, 

Believe it or not...A.l. sires have greater genetic worth 
as a group in Canada than non A.l, sires. A scientist told me 
recently that he had analysed 25,000 records ... with the help 
of a computer...and his information showed A.I. sires were 
ahead by an average of 500 pounds of milk. 

This method of cattle improvement has saved money for 
cattlemen, Take John Rudiger, Cutknife, for example. He said to 
me recently ‘'l find A.l. is a terrific assest in breeding up and 
improving charolais herd", One of his A.l. sired bulls was 
gaining 100 pounds per month during the growing period. His 
herd is on R.O.P. too. So his operation is worth watching. 

Bob Biensch, a cattleman in the Artland district in north- 
western Saskatchewan tells me that he prefers to breed his 
herefords with A.I. charolais bulls. Bob says, “as far as | can 
see the hereford, charolais cross gives me a better rate of gain 
and better carcus confirmation". He adds, ‘'I've noticed from 
100 to 150 pounds difference in weight at weaning time from 
hereford and hereford~charolais cross. At 18 months our 
hereford steers averaged 960 pounds, while the char-cross 
averaged 1180 pounds. Both groups were fed In the same 
feedlot'’. Bob says the char-cross brought more money although 
he said they were a grade lower because there wasn't the 
minimum fat cover. 

His brother Roy has a purebred charolais bull that gained 
an average ‘of 4 pounds a day for 140 days, That's really 
putting on weight! . 

Over in eastern Saskatchewan Elmer Totten breeds his 
shorthorn herd to charolais, He says, “I'm pleased with the 
results from A.I. It costs less than keeping a bull and I'm getting 
better quality stock". Elmer has a herd of about 20 and he's 
aiming for all purebred charolais. 

There are about 8,000 farmers using A.I, in Saskatchewan, 
This includes at least 32 A.l. units and a number of private 
ranchers. Last year at least 31 community pastures used A.I. as 
Frank Shaw, provincial lands branch says, “it's a practical way 
to breed cows in a community pasture"’, 

Good cross breeding programs and the use of A.lI, calls 
for high quality purebred stock...the purebred breeder has 
big oppotunities ahead ...Canadian sales and export sales.

ANNUAL REPORT TIME 


The Company's Annual Report for 1964, mailed in 
February to shareholders in the Madoc area, has facts 
and figures that may be interesting to customers and 
others as well, 


Take the number of telephones added to the network 
last year, for example — 222,475 (including 20 in Madoc). 
This is almost as many as serve the entire Ottawa-Hull 
metropolitan area, and is the third time in Company 
history that over 200,000 telephones were added in a 
single year (1956 and 1955 also set records). The figure 
becomes even more impressive when it is realized that 
it took thirty-three years—from the Company’s inception 
in 1880, until 1913 — to reach the first 200,000 telephones 
in service. 


Even as recently as the First World War, then, 
telephone service could not be considered the necessity 
it is today.

At the end of 1964, the 
Company had 4.3 million telephones in service, reaching 
into virtually every office and an estimated 92% of 
households in our territory in Ontario, Quebec, Labrador 
and the Northwest Territories. 


And though telephone service has long been absolutely 
vital to the operations of Canadian businesses —— and a 
single large corporation can require literally thousands 
of telephones within its offices and plants — we find 
nevertheless that year after year the proportion of 
telephones in homes has been creeping up, compared to 
those in business use.. In 1964, for example, 70.6% of 
our telephones were in homes, compared with 70.5% in 
1963, and 69% in 1955. 


This to me is a sure indication of the. standard of 
living enjoyed by Canadians, for Canada is one of only a 
handful of nations where individual families benefit so 
universally from the security and convenience of telephone 
service, . ’

, the value of/the work they do in 
Ps | THE EVOLUTION OF SMELLING SALTS 
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by PHYLLIS MITCHELL

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Associate and Clinical Teacher,- Departments of Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics, University of Toronto. 


Smelling salts as stimulants 
for the brain, ‘heart and lung 
have enjoyed common usage 
gince the days of the Greek 
physician, Hippocrates 2350 
years ago. However, we have not 
been certain of their composi- 
tion. An old Oxford dictionary 
has described them: simply as 
restoratives to be sniffed for 
faintness, Sir William Osler in 
his Modern Medicine of 1907, 
gave a more explicit definition 
of these characteristically pun- 
gent bottled vapours, “Inhala- 
tions of Chloroform, Ether, 
Turpentine and Ammonia”, He 
further suggested that the 
breathing of these unpleasant 
substances could be beneficial in 
the treatment of some heart and 
lung conditions. A more modern 
academic publication appearing 
in 1958, listed Ammonium Car- 
bonate as the basic ingredient 
used in preparing “smelling 
salts” which it reported may also 
contain alcohol, vegetable colour- 
ing and aromatic oils of lemon, 
lavender, nutmeg and myrrh. 


AS much controversy centres 
around the usefulness of smel- 
ling salts to the modern physi- 
cian as there is over their com- 
position, Chloroform and Kther 
are generally recognized as 
anaesthetic drugs and have been 
used for this purpose for more 
than a century. However, in high 
concentration both are strongly 
irritating to the breathing pas- 
sages and have been described 
as atimulants, Turpentine can 
act as a powerful stimulant 
when its vapours reach’ the sur- 
faces of the nose, throat and 
lungs. The danger of Ammonia 
containing smelling salts is that 
they can be noxious especially 
if breathed too liberally. 


Here the story might have 
ended had not the advent of 
antibiotics twenty-five years ago 
changed the course of disease, 
Now more people with long- 
standing asthma, or other chest 
ailments, are surviving. Many 
people reach old age who. would 
never have done so without the 
advantage of antibiotics. How- 
ever, some have become cripples 
living constantly in the shadow 
of lung failure, The need for ef- 
fective breathing stimulants has 
become apparent in a way that it 
never has before, As a conse- 
quence, medical research jn this 
area has been intensified. 

In nature, carbon dioxide is 
the chief chemical stimulant to 
breathing, It forms a part of all 
living environments and is the 
main by-product of energy pro- 


' duction, Blood levels in the body 


depend upon the balance between 
ita production and its elimination 


from the body “by way of the 


lungs 


In health, the chemical control 


Much study into the effects of 
these stimulants is being carried 
out, and several drugs have en- 
joyed wide acceptance in recent 
years. 

However, the ideal respiratory 
stimulant. still does not exist. 
Nikethamide and Ethamivan, 
two such .drugs, have been 
shown to be effective in the 
management of the respiratory 


depression associated with : 


oxygen administration in some 
cases of chronic chest disease 
and will continue to be used 
until better drugs are found. 
This short article has really only 
served to elucidate but another 
area of medicine where modern 
therapy is still far from ade- 
quate. Medical men the world 
over are trying ‘to meet such 
challenges and, as long as re- 
search money and facilities can 
be made available to them, re- 
sults will invariably be encour- 
aging. While smelling salts were 
not the answer, they were a 
start. 


The Canadian Heart Founda- 
tion is vitally interested in sup- 
porting research into the causes 
and cures for heart and respira- 
tory diseases, and each year 
during February a nationwide 
effort is made to enlist public 
financial support for promising 
research projects. The study of 
drugs is only one of many 
avenues of approach being fol- 
lowed by doctors and scientists 
in their relentless search for 
answers to the most urgent 
medical problem of this century.

Western provinces join in joint 
display for 1967 World Exposition 


The four Western. Canadian, 


provinces have agreed to partici- 
pate together in a joint display at 
the 1967 World Exhibition at 
Montreal, 


“Proposals as to nature and de- 
sign of the display made by Opus 
International Ltd., of Toronto, have 
been accepted by the four provin- 
ces, The $900,000 exhibit will por- 
tray the resources, development 
and cultural achievements of the 
western provinces as a geographi- 
cal entity rather than by provinces 
or political division. 

Decision to proceed with the 
development was made at a meet- 
ing of the four provinces commit- 
tee at Regina, when Mr. Ian Blicg, 
of the Manitoba Department of 
Industry and Commerce was 
named Commissioner General of 
the Western Provinces Participa- 
tion. Representatives for the prov- 
inces are the Hon. Gurney Evans, 
Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce for Manitoba; the Hon. J. 
W. Gardiner, Minister of Public 
Works for Saskatchewan; L. J. 


Wallace, Deputy Provincial Secre- 
tary for British Columbia, and H. 
KE. Martin, Director of Publicity 
and Advertising for Alberta, Mr. 
Martin will handle promotion and 
publicity for the four-province ex- 
hibit, 

While architectural and 
engineering design of the proposed 
exhibit has yet to’ be completed, 
the Western Province display will 
take the general form of two 
buildings, One will feature more 
than a dozen smaller displays por- 
traying the various resource 
materials of the west and their 
development, The second structure 
will be an activity building, in 
which will be presented cultural 
and social developments of Wes- 
tern Canadians.

Problems that send people to 
psychiatrists are often rooted in 
guilt and the only lasting way 


it to be surrenderec Yn. com- 
plete faith to Jesus Christ. This 
fact was confirmed in the ex- 
perience of my informant who 
said that after his year of 
analysis, and still being far from 
healed of his conflicts, he came 
across a Christian minister who 
was a great help to him over a 
period of time. The man com- 
mented “I had no further desire 
for psychiatrists, and have never 
visited one as a patient since. 
(This was. s®veral years ago.) 
The pastor had an answer to life 
that worked.” 


It is my personal opinion that 
psychiatry when properly utiliz- 
ed is one of God’s ways of help- 
ing us, but we should avoid 
turning to it too hastilyyand it is 
necessary to be certain there is 
a need for it in any specific in- 
stance. If you think you really 
need a psychiatrist, inquire 
about those in your area, Select 
one who respects Christian 
faith and who will encourage 
you to use it.
